NUCLEAR TEST RECORD—Since the -United States fired off the world's first atomic 
device m July, 1945, at Alamagordo, N.M., at least 304 more have been exploded through* 
out the world. The United States has fired 172 announced test shots, Russia 105, Britain 
22 and France 5. The United States is ready to resume nuclear testing in April on 
British-owned Christmas Island as a result of Russia's breaking a three-year, test mora- 
torium. The largest announced nuclear test by the United States was a 15-megaton 
device fired as part of a series at Eniwetok in 1954. Russia recently detonated a 58-mega- 
ton bomb at her test site on the Arctic island of Novaya Zemlya, Siberia. A megaton is 
equal to a million tons of TNT. Other Russian tests have been conducted near the cities 
of Volgograd and Semipalatinsk. Britain has tested in the southwest United States, 
Christmas Island, Montebello Islands and in Australia. France has tested in the Sahara.
